Thought I would drop you a line to let you know the 1990 
Pacific Division Convention will be held in the Sacramento area 
on the second weekend in October. So, at least for 1990, there 
should not be any conflict with the CQP. I am sure the 
convention committee will be in touch with the NCCC to 
participate in the convention.

As a matter of fact, the convention has only conflicted with the 
CQP two times. I'm sure even two sounds like a lot to the NCCC 
but two is all its been.
